Inter Quarter ( after the Aſtro- 
nomers Account began the 
Eleventh of December, 1683, 
at 6 of the Clock in the 
morning, and continues till the goth. of March 
this year 1683. So that alwaycs the firſt part 
of the Aſtronomical Winter, is in one Politick 
year, and the latter end thereof is in the other. 
At which was the ſhorteſt day of the year, by 
reaſon of the Suns greateſt declination from 

the Equinoctial Line. 

This Scaſon, of its own diſpoſition, is known 
to be cold and moiſt, contrary to the quality of 
the Summerz and, in this quarter , the inward
